Ordinance  amending  Section  2A.78  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  to 
conform  with  post  Consent  Decree  requirements  regarding  the  administration  of 
examinations  for  the  rank  of  Assistant  Inspector. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Chapter  2A,  Section  2A.78  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  2A.78.  POLICE;  INSPECTORS.  Assignment  to  the  ranks  of  assistant  inspector  and 
inspector  in  the  Police  Department  shall  be  made  by  the  Chief  of  Police  from  among  those 
members  of  said  Department  holding  the  ranks  of  sergeant  or  police  officer  \st»t»hin 
protective  officer,  who  have  qualified  in  the  following  manner,  any  of  the  aforesaid  members  of 
the  Police  Department  who  has  served  in  the  Department  not  less  than  three  years  shall  be 
eligible  to  participate  in  a  competitive  examination  for  the  rank  of  assistant  inspector  which 
shall  be  administered  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Such  compoiiiive  cxaminaiion  shttll 
primarily  pertain  to  matters  concerning  the  duties  of  the  classifications  of  assistant  if^spoctor  and 
inspector.  In  addition  to  the  written  portion  of  this  examination,  participants  shail  be  examined  orally 
by  a  board  composed  of  three  supen'isoiy  offiicers  having  investigator}-  experience  from  those  police 
dcpanmcnts  in  cities  other  than  San  Francisco  sun-eyed  under  Chaner  Section  AS.-i05.  ^sho  shall 
selected  by  the  Civil  Sen-ice  Commission.  Rating  of  the  examination  shall  be  a  composite  of  frad 
attained  in  the  -written  examination,  the  oral  examination,  and  a  rating  for  seniorirs  of  sen  ice.  T— 
written  examination  shall  be  given  a  v^  eight  of  75  percent  and  the  oral  examination  shall  be  given  a 
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\vcight  of  20  percent,  and  seniority  of  scj-vicc  shall  be  given  a  weight  of  five  percent.  The  Civil  Service 
Commission  shall  certify  to  the  Chief  of  Police  a  list  of  certified  candidates  which  shall  not  be  less  thar, 
the  number  of  current  and  anticipated  vacancies  for  a  t^vo  year  period  as  dctcnnined  by  the  Chief  oj 
Police  plus  25  percent.  Said  list  shall  rank  the  candidates  by  order  of  the  composite  grade  attained  ir- 
the  examination.  Said  list  shall  expire  every  two  years  following  adoption  by  the  Civil  Service- 
Commission.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  appoint  assistant  inspectors  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  rank 
of  assistant  inspector  from  the  certified  list  of  qualified  candidates  by  order  of  the  grade  achieved 
in  the  examination  as  provided  for  under  the  Civil  Service  Rules  petlaining  to  uniformea 
personnel  of  the  Police  Department.  ;  provided,  however,  i  /f  any  member  of  the  Departmen : 
appointed  as  an  assistant  inspector  is  a  sergeant  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  or  isi 
appointed  a  sergeant  thereafter,  that  member  shall  receive  the  rate  of  compensation  attached 
to  the  rank  of  sergeant. 

Assistant  inspectors  shall  serve  a  six-month  probationary  period.  Appointment  as; 
inspector  shall  not  be  subject  to  competitive  examination.  Each  inspector  shall  ser\^e  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Chief  of  Police  during  his  or  her  first  year  of  service  and  thereafter  may  only  bo 
removed  and  returned  to  his  or  her  civil  service  rank  in  the  manner  herein  provided.  In  case  o' 
vacancy  in  said  rank  of  inspector  the  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the  Chief  of  Police  from 
among  those  holding  the  rank  of  assistant  inspector  who  have  actually  served  as  assistan: 
inspector  for  at  least  two  years  prior  to  such  appointment;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  even: 
there  are  no  assistant  inspectors  who  have  actually  served  as  such  for  at  least  two  years  prio' 
to  such  appointment,  the  appointment  may  be  made  by  the  Chief  of  Police  from  among  those 
holding  the  rank  of  assistant  inspector  who  have  completed  their  six  months'  probationary' 
period  prior  to  such  appointment.  The  Chief  of  Police  may,  from  time  to  time,  detail  members; 
of  the  Department  for  performance  of  duty,  without  change  in  rank,  in  the  various  units  and 
bureaus  of  the  Department. 
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Inspectors  and  assistant  inspectors  shall  have  the  same  rights  as  other  members  of  the 
Department  to  take  competitive  examinations  from  their  respective  civil  service  ranks 
provided,  however,  that  any  member  of  the  Department  holding  the  rank  of  inspector. 
assistant  inspector  or  police  officer  may  take  the  competitive  examination  for  the  rank  of 
sergeant.  An  inspector  or  assistant  inspector  guilty  of  any  offense  or  violation  of  the  rules  and 
procedures  of  the  Police  Department  shall  be  subject  to  punishment  as  provided  m  Charter 
Section  A8.343;  provided,  however,  that  in  addition  to  the  punishments  set  forth  in  Section 
A8.343,  an  inspector  may  be  demoted  to  his  or  her  civil  service  rank  for  any  offense  or 
violation  set  forth  in  said  section  and  after  trial  and  hearing  before  the  Police  Commission  as 
set  forth  therein.

These  zones  shall  prohibit  the  stopping,  standing  or  parking  of  unauthorized  ' 
vehicles  in  such  special  school  bus  loading  zones  between  the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m.  or 
any  portion  thereof  as  determined  by  the  Police  Commission  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  on  any  day  except  Saturday  and  Sunday  and  any  day  ■ 
declared  to  be  a  school  holiday  by  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be  limited  to  school  buses  o^s  ncd 
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or  operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  or  under  contract  with  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  to  transport  school  children. 

No  person  shall  stand,  stop  or  park  any  vehicle,  except  those  enumerated  herein,  whether 
attended  or  unattended,  on  the  days  and  between  the  hours  designated  by  the  Police  Commission 
except  Saturday  and  Sunday  and  school  holidays  declared  such  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  term  "school  bus"  as  used  in  this  Section  shall  mean  any  motor  vehicle  designed, 
used  or  maintained  primarily  for  the  transportation  of  school  children  and  as  defined  in  Section 
545  of  the  Vehicle  Code  of  the  State  of  California. 

Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  motor  vehicles  from  standing, 
stopping  or  parking  within  any  zone  heretofore  or  hereinafter  provided  for  the  loading  or 
unloading  of  passengers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  38. C  of  this  Code. 

The  curbs  of  zones  declared  to  be  school  loading  zones  by  the  Police  Commission  shall 
be  painted  white  in  color  and  the  words  "SCHOOL  BUS  LOADING  -  TOW  AWAY  ZONE" 
shall  be  painted  white  in  red  upon  the  curb.  The  school  bus  loading  zone  wjHshall  have 
appropriate  signage  on  either  end  of  said  zone. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Section  33.5  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an 
infraction  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5  nor  more

SEC.  22C.2.  Definitions.

"Public  Internet  access 
terminals"  shall  not  include  public  Internet  terminals  designated  bv  the  City  to  be 
used  exclusively  or  primarily  by  individuals  under  the  ace  of  13. 

Sec.  220.3.  Prohibition  on  Use  of  Filtering  Software. 

Where  the  City,  or  any  department  thereof,  offers  public  Internet  access  through  public 
Internet  access  terminals,  the  City  shall  not  use  or  Install  internet  filtering  software  on  such 
public  Internet  access  terminals. 

Sec.  220.4.  Appropriation  Requests  Based  on  Loss  of  State  or  Federal  Funding. 

Where  a  City  department  provides  public  Internet  access  terminals  and  loses,  or  is  at 
substantial  risk  of  losing,  Federal  or  State  government  funding  or  subsidies  ("Funding")  as  a 
result  of  compliance  with  the  prohibition  on  use  of  filtering  software  under  this  Chapter,  the 
department  head,  or  his  or  her  designee,  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Controller,  in  writing,  of  the  department's  estimated  loss  of  Funding  within  90  days  of 
discovery  of  this  potential  or  actual  loss  of  Funding  for  the  applicable  fiscal  year.  In  such 
notice,  the  department  head,  or  his  or  her  designee,  shall  also  indicate  the  extent  to  which 
such  loss  of  revenue  may  cause  a  negative  impact  on  the  quality,  quantity  or  availability  of  the 
department's  services  or  operations.  Where  a  department  establishes  that  such  loss  of

Section  1.  Chapter  VIII,  Article  2  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  (Police)  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  addins  Section  124-124.6,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  124.   Findings.  The  People  of  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Francisco  find  that  persons  wh 
loiter  or  linger  at  or  near  automatic  public  toilets  imperil  the  public's  safety  and  welfare.  Some  of  the 
automatic  public  toilets  are  being  used  as  a  place  of  narcotics  sales  and  use,  and  for  disposal  of 
hypodermic  needles.  In  addition,  the  People  find  that  persons  making  legitimate  use  of  automatic 
public  toilets  have  become  intimidated  and  feaijid  for  their  safety  because  of  the  presence  of  persons 
loitering  in  or  near  the  toilets  and  leaving  drug  paraphenialia  in  and  around  the  toilets,  preventing 
persons  with  legitimate  need  for  the  toilets  from  usino  the  toilets.  Limitino  the  number  of  persons  who 
may  use  an  automatic  public  toilet  at  any  one  time  and  prohibiting  loitering  or  lingering  at  or  near 
such  toilets  may  decrease  the  incidence  of  these  crimes  by  providing  law  enforcement  officers  with  an 
additional  crime  fighting  tool  that  does  not  infringe  on  any  person's  basic  rights.

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  an  automatic  public  toilet  is  a  single-user  toilet 
located  on  a  public  sidewalk  or  other  vublic  property .  Automatic  public  toilets  include  what  are 
commonly  referred  to  as  Decaux  toilets. 

SEC.  124.2.     Loitering  Prohibited,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  loiter  or  linser  at  or 
near  any  automatic  public  toilet  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  is  not  intended 
to  prohibit  any  person  from  ensa^ins  in  any  lawfid  business  that  must  be  conducted  within  -W-feet  of  an 
automatic  public  toilet,  such  as  (1)  usins  an  automatic  public  toilet:  (2)  waiting  in  line  to  use  an 
automatic  public  toilet;  (3)  accompanying  or  assisting  another  person  who  is  using  an  automatic  public 
toilet;  or  (4)  activities  such  as  waiting  for  a  bus  at  a  bus  stop  or  waiting  in  line  to  enter  a  theater  or 
other  business  where  the  bus  stop  or  line  is  within-20-feet  of  an  automatic  public  toilet.

SEC.  124.3.  Use  of  Toilet  by  More  Than  One  Person  Prohibited.  It  shall  be  unlawfid  for  more 
than  one  person  over  the  age  of  thirteen  (13)  years  old  to  enter  or  remain  in  an  automatic  public  toilet 
at  one  time,  unless  the  person  using  the  automatic  public  toilet  has  a  disability  that  causes  the  person  tc 
require  assistance,  in  which  case  the  person 's  assistants  may  enter  and  remain  in  an  automatic  public 
toilet  with  the  disabled  person.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  post  signs  on  all  automatic 
public  toilets  notifying  users  of  the  restrictions  set  forth  in  this  section. 

SEC.  124.4.  Warning  Required  Prior  to  Enforcement.  Before  any  law  enforcement  officer  may 
cite  or  arrest  a  person  under  Sections  124.2  of  this  ordinance,  the  officer  must  warn  the  person  that  his 
or  her  conduct  is  in  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  nmst  give  the  person  an  opportunity  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

Streets  to  those  with  at  least  six  wheels. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco:  ' 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  is  hereby  annended  by  amending  Sections 
33.3  and  33.3.2,  to  read  as  follows:  ' 
Sec.  33.3.  SPECIAL  TRUCK  LOADING  ZONES.  When  the  Director  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  shall  determine  that  the  establishment  of  special  truck  loading  zones  on  streets  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  reasonably  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  regulation  of 
traffic,  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  designate  such  zones  on  any  portion  of  a  street 
wherein,  between  the  hours  designated  by  the  Director,  stopping,  standing  or  parking  shall  be 
limited  to  trucks  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unloading  freight  for  a  maximum  period  ranging 
from  15  minutes  to  two  hours,  as  designated  by  the  Director.  In  parking  meter  areas,  the 
zones  shall  be  posted  with  signs  giving  notice  of  the  stopping,  standing  and  parking 
restrictions  effective  in  the  zone,  and  shall  have  parking  meters  permitting  a  maximum  parking 
time  as  designated  by  the  Director.  Denomination  of  the  coin  or  coins  that  shall  be  deposited 
in  these  parking  meters,  the  parking  time  allowed  following  deposit  of  such  coins,  and  the 
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hours  during  which  such  deposits  are  required  shall  be  the  same  as  those  set  for  all  other 
parking  meters  in  the  same  parking  meter  area  or  areas. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  apply  to  all  yellow  zones  within  the  Metropolitan 
Traffic  District. 

No  person  shall  stop,  stand  or  park  any  vehicle,  whether  attended  or  unattended,  in  a 
special  truck  loading  zone  established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  between  the 
hours  designated  by  the  Director  of  Parking  and  Traffic,  provided  that  trucks  may  stop,  stand 
or  park  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unloading  freight  for  a  period  not  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  period  designated  by  the  Director. 

The  term  "truck"  as  used  in  this  Section  shall  mean  a  motor  vehicle  with  six  or  more 
wheels  designed,  used,  or  maintained  primarily  for  the  transportation  of  property  or  other 
vehicles  as  may  be  authorized  under  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Department  o) 
Parkins  and  Traffic,  but  not  including  a  station  wagon,  as  defined  in  Section  585  of  the  Vehicle  Code  o] 
the  State  of  California. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  station  wagon  licensed  as  a 
commercial  vehicle  from  stopping,  standing  or  parking,  whether  attended  or  unattended,  in  any  yelloM' 
zone  heretofore  or  hereafter  designated  as  such  pursuant  to  Section  38.  B  of  this  Code. 

The  six  or  more  wheel  restriction  will  apply  only  to  those  zones  explicitly  signed  for  vehicles 
with  six  or  more  wheels. 

Sec.  33.3.2.  TRUCK  LOADING  ZONES  IN  PARKING  BAYS  ALONG  MARKET 
STREET  BETWEEN  STEUART  STREET  AND  OGTAVIA  STREET.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  determines  that  the  establishment  of  special  truck  loading  zones  for  trucks  with  six  oi 
more  wheels  within  the  parking  bays  along  Market  Street  between  Steuart  Street  and  Octavia 
Street  is  reasonably  necessary  and  desirable  for  the  regulation  of  traffic,  wherein  stoppingj 
standing  or  parking  at  anytime  on  any  day,  including  Saturday  and  Sunday,  shall  be  limited  tq 
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trucks  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unloading  freight  for  a  period  not  in  excess  of  30  minutes, 
except  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  by  resolution,  designate  a  tour  bus  loading  zone 
within  said  bays  or  within  a  portion  of  said  bays.  The  special  truck  loading  zones  shall  bel 
posted  with  signs  with  the  message  "TRUCKS  WITH  SIX  OR  MORE  WHEELS  ONLY. ' 

Except  as  specifically  provided  herein,  all  the  provisions  of  Section  33.3  shall  apply. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Section  33.3.2  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an 
infraction  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10  nor 
more  than  $50.

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  2001-2002  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  is  hereby  amended

f2)  The  purpose  for  such  call  to  active  service  shall  have  been  to  respond  to  the  September  U"", 
2001  terrorist  attacks  in  New  York  City,  Washington  D.C  and  Pennsylvania  or  related  extraordinary 
circumstances  and  shall  not  include  scheduled  training,  drills,  unit  training  assemblies  or  similar 
events. 

(3)  The  amounts  authorized  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  offset  by  amounts  required  to 
be  paid  pursuant  to  any  other  law  in  order  that  there  be  no  double  payments. 

(4)  Any  individual  receiving  compensation  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  execute  an 
agreement  providing  that  if  the  individual  does  not  return  to  City  service  within  60  days  of  release  from 
active  duty  (or  if  the  individual  is  not  fit  for  employment  at  that  time,  within  60  days  of  a  determination 
that  the  employee  is  fit  for  employment),  then  that  compensation  described  in  Sections  fb){l)  through 
(lj)f3)  shall  be  treated  as  a  loan  payable  with  interest  at  a  rate  equal  to  the  greater  of 
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fi)  the  rate  received  for  the  concurrent  period  by  the  Treasurer's  Pooled  Cash  Account  or  Cii)  the 
minimum  amount  necessary  to  avoid  imputed  income  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986.  as 
amended  fj-om  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  statute.  Such  loan  shall  be  payable  in  equal  monthly 
installments  over  a  period  not  to  exceed  5  years,  commencing  90  days  after  the  individual's  release 
from  active  service  or  return  to  fitness  for  employment,  as  the  case  may  be.

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(2)      For  each  appeal  from  any  order,  requirement,  decision  or  other 
determination  (other  than  a  variance)  made  by  the  Zoning  Administrator,  the  Planning 
Department  or  Commission  or  the  Director  of  Planning,  including  an  appeal  from  disapproval 
of  a  permit  which  results  from  such  an  action,  the  fee  shall  be  $400. 

(b)  Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

(1 )  For  each  appeal  from  a  Department  of  Building  Inspection  denial, 
conditional  approval  or  granting  of  a  residential  hotel  or  apartment  conversion  permit  the  fee 
shall  be  $350. 

(2)  For  each  appeal  from  the  granting  or  denial  of  a  building  demolition,  or 
other  permit  (other  than  residential  hotel  conversion)  the  fee  shall  be  $100. 

(3)  For  each  appeal  from  the  imposition  of  a  penalty  only  the  fee  shall  be 

$200. 

(c)  Police  Department. 

(1 )  For  each  appeal  from  the  denial  or  granting  of  a  Police  permit  or  license 
issued  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  business  the  fee  shall  be  $250;  for  each  such  permit  or 
license  issued  to  an  individual  employed  by  or  working  under  contract  to  a  business,  the  fee 
shall  be  $100. 

(2)  For  each  appeal  from  the  revocation  or  suspension  of  a  Police  permit  or 
license  the  fee  shall  be  $250  for  an  entity  or  individual. 

(d)  Department  of  Public  Works.  For  each  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  concerning  street  tree  removal  by  a  City  agency, 
commission,  or  department  the  fee  shall  be  $75. 

(e)  For  each  appeal  from  any  other  order  or  decision  the  fee  shall  be  $200. 

(f)  For  requests  for  rehearing  under  Section  1 6  of  this  Article  the  fee  shall  be 

$100. 
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(g)  For  requests  for  jurisdiction  the  fee  shall  be  $1 00. 

(h)  An  exemption  from  paying  the  full  fee  specified  in  Subsections  (a),  (b), 
(c),  (d),  (e),  (f),  and  (g)  herein  may  be  granted  upon  the  filing  under  penalty  of  perjury  of  a 
declaration  of  indigency  on  the  form  provided  and  approved  by  the  Board.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Findings.  In  February,  2001 ,  the  Board  enacted  the  "Jobs  Housing  Linkage 
Program."  This  program,  formerly  known  as  the  Office  Affordable  Housing  Production 
Program,  imposes  the  cost  of  the  increased  burden  of  providing  housing  necessitated  by 
large-scale  commercial  development  projects  directly  upon  the  sponsors  of  the  development 
projects.  The  Jobs  Housing  Linkage  Program  requires  that  the  sponsors  of  large-scale 
commercial  developments  contribute  land  or  money  to  a  housing  developer  or  pay  a  fee  to  the 
City  to  subsidize  housing  development  as  a  condition  of  the  privilege  of  development. 

The  required  housing  exaction  in  the  Jobs-Housing  Linkage  Program  is  based  upon 
formulas  derived  in  the  report  entitled  "Jobs  Housing  Nexus  Analysis"  prepared  by  Keyser 
Marston  Associates,  Inc.,  dated  June,  1997.  The  "Jobs  Housing  Nexus  Analysis" 
demonstrates  the  validity  of  the  nexus  between  new,  large-scale  entertainment,  hotel,  office, 
research  and  development,  and  retail  development  and  the  increased  demand  for  housing  in 
the  City,  and  the  numerical  relationship  between  such  development  projects  and  the  formulas 
for  provision  of  housing  set  forth  in  the  Jobs  Housing  Linkage  Program. 
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Under  the  February,  2001  Jobs  Housing  Linkage  Program  ordinance,  if  the  sponsor  of 
an  office  development  elects  to  comply  with  the  Jobs  Housing  Linkage  Program  by  payment 
of  money  or  land  to  a  housing  developer,  the  housing  developer  must  build  16.1  units  of 
affordable  housing  units  for  every  100,000  square  feet  of  net  additional  office  space.  As 
demonstrated  in  the  Jobs  Housing  Nexus  Analysis,  this  number  represents  approximately 
thirty-one  percent  of  the  number  of  affordable  housing  units  needed  to  offset  the  demand  in 
affordable  housing  created  by  the  development. 

This  ordinance  increases  the  number  of  affordable  housing  units  required  to  27  units 
for  every  100,000  square  feet  of  net  additional  office  space.  This  number  represents 
approximately  fifty-two  percent  of  the  number  of  affordable  housing  units  needed  to  offset  the 
demand  in  affordable  housing  created  by  the  development.  The  number  of  units  required  by 
this  ordinance  is  well  within  the  maximum  number  of  units  needed  to  offset  the  demand  in 
affordable  housing  created  by  the  development,  as  demonstrated  in  the  Jobs  Housing  Nexus 
Analysis. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
313.5,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  313.5.  COMPLIANCE  THROUGH  PAYMENT  TO  HOUSING  DEVELOPER. 

(a)  If  the  sponsor  elects  to  pay  a  sum  or  contribute  land  of  value  at  least  equivalent  to  the  in- 
lieu  fee  to  one  or  more  housing  developers  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  the 
housing  developer  or  developers  shall  be  required  to  construct  at  least  the  number  of  housing 
units  determined  by  the  following  formulas  for  each  type  of  space  proposed  as  part  of  the 
development  project  and  subject  to  this  ordinance: 

Net  Addition  Gross  Sq.  Ft.  Entertainment  Space  x  .000140  =  Housing  Units 

Net  Addition  Gross  Sq.  Ft.  Hotel  Space  x  .000110  =  Housing  Units 

Net  Addition  Gross  Sq.  Ft.  Office  Space  x  .000161  .000270  =  Housing  Units 

Supervisor  Gonzalez 
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Net  Addition  Gross  Sq.  Ft.  R&D  Space  x  .000200  =  Housing  Units 
Net  Addition  Gross  Sq.  Ft.  Retail  Space  x  .000140  =  Housing  Units 

The  housing  units  required  to  be  constructed  under  the  above  fornnuia  must  be 
affordable  to  qualifying  households  continuously  for  50  years.  If  the  sponsor  elects  to 
contribute  to  more  than  one  distinct  housing  development  under  this  Section,  the  sponsor 
shall  not  receive  credit  for  its  monetary  contribution  to  any  one  development  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  the  in-lieu  fee,  as  adjusted  under  Section  313.6,  multiplied  by  the  number  of  units  in 
such  housing  development. 

(b)      Within  one  year  of  the  final  determination  under  Section  31 3.4(c)  or  a 
revised  final  determination  under  Section  313.4(e),  or  prior  to  the  issuance  by  the  Director  of 
Building  Inspection  of  the  first  site  or  building  permit  for  a  development  project  subject  to  this 
ordinance,  whichever  occurs  first,  the  sponsor  shall  submit  to  the  Director  of  Planning,  with  a 
copy  to  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing: 

(1)  A  written  housing  development  plan  identifying  the  housing  project  or 
projects  to  receive  funds  or  land  from  the  sponsor  and  the  proposed  mechanism  for  enforcing 
the  requirement  that  the  housing  units  constructed  will  be  affordable  to  qualifying  households 
for  50  years;  and 

(2)  A  certification  that  the  sponsor  has  made  a  binding  commitment  to 
contribute  an  amount  of  money  or  land  of  value  at  least  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  the  in-lieu 
fee  that  would  otherwise  be  required  under  Section  31 3.6  to  one  or  more  housing  developers 
and  that  the  housing  developer  or  developers  shall  use  such  funds  or  land  to  develop  the 
housing  subject  to  this  Section. 

(3)  A  self-contained  appraisal  report  as  defined  by  the  Uniform  Standards  of 
Professional  Appraisal  Practice  prepared  by  an  M.A.I,  appraiser  of  the  fair  market  value  of  any 
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land  to  be  contributed  by  the  sponsor  to  a  housing  developer.  The  date  of  value  of  the 
appraisal  shall  be  the  date  on  which  the  sponsor  submits  the  housing  development  plan  and 
certification  to  the  Director  of  Planning. 

If  the  sponsor  fails  to  comply  with  these  requirements  within  one  year  of  the  final 
determination  or  revised  final  determination,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  have  elected  to  pay  the  in- 
lieu  fee  under  Section  31 3.6  to  comply  with  this  ordinance.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsor  fails 
to  pay  the  in-lieu  fee  within  the  time  required  by  Section  31 3.6,  the  Director  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  deny  any  and  all  site  or  building  permits  or  certificates  of  occupancy  for  the 
development  project  until  the  Director  of  Planning  notifies  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection 
and  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  that  such  payment  has  been  made  or  land 
contributed,  and  the  Director  of  Planning  shall  immediately  initiate  lien  proceedings  against 
the  sponsor's  property  pursuant  to  Section  313.9  to  recover  the  fee. 

(c)     Within  30  days  after  the  sponsor  has  submitted  a  written  housing 
development  project  plan  and,  if  necessary,  an  appraisal  to  the  Director  of  Planning  and  the 
Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  under  subsection  (b)  of  this  Section,  the  Director  of 
Planning  shall  notify  the  sponsor  in  writing  of  his  or  her  initial  determination  as  to  whether  the 
plan  and  appraisal  are  in  compliance  with  this  Section,  publish  the  initial  determination  in  the 
next  Planning  Commission  calendar,  and  cause  a  public  notice  to  be  published  in  an  official 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  stating  that  such  housing  development  plan  has  been 
received  and  stating  the  Director  of  Planning's  initial  determination.  In  making  the  initial 
determination  for  an  application  where  the  sponsor  elects  to  contribute  land  to  a  housing 
developer,  the  Director  of  Planning  shall  consult  with  the  Director  of  Property  and  include 
within  his  or  her  initial  determination  a  finding  as  to  the  fair  market  value  of  the  land  proposed 
for  contribution  to  a  housing  developer.  Within  10  days  after  such  written  notification  and 
published  notice,  the  sponsor  or  any  other  person  may  request  a  hearing  before  the 
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Commission  to  contest  such  initial  determination.  If  the  Director  of  Planning  receives  no 
request  for  a  hearing  within  such  1 0-day  period,  the  determination  of  the  Director  of  Planning 
shall  become  a  final  determination.  Upon  receipt  of  any  timely  request  for  heanng,  the 
Director  of  Planning  shall  schedule  a  hearing  before  the  Commission  within  30  days.  The 
scope  of  the  hearing  shall  be  limited  to  the  compliance  of  the  housing  development  plan  and 
appraisal  with  this  Section,  and  shall  not  include  a  challenge  to  the  amount  of  the  housing 
requirement  imposed  on  the  development  project  by  the  Department  or  the  Commission.  At 
the  hearing,  the  Commission  may  either  make  such  revisions  to  the  Director  of  Planning's 
initial  determination  as  it  may  deem  just,  or  confirm  the  Director  of  Planning's  initial 
determination.  The  Commission's  determination  shall  then  become  a  final  determination,  and 
the  Director  of  Planning  shall  provide  written  notice  of  the  final  determination  to  the  sponsor, 
the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  and  to  any  person  who  timely  requested  a 
hearing  of  the  Director  of  Planning's  determination.  The  Director  of  Planning  shall  also 
provide  written  notice  to  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  and  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  that  the  housing  units  to  be  constructed  pursuant  to  such  plan  are  subject  to 
this  ordinance. 

(d)  In  making  a  determination  as  to  whether  a  sponsor's  housing 
development  plan  complies  with  this  Section,  the  Director  of  Planning  and  the  Commission 
shall  credit  to  the  sponsor  any  excess  Interim  Guideline  credits  or  excess  credits  that  the 
sponsor  elects  to  apply  against  its  housing  requirement.  The  remaining  housing  units 
required  shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section. 

(e)  Prior  to  the  issuance  by  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  of  the  first  site 
or  building  permit  for  a  development  project  subject  to  this  Section,  the  sponsor  must: 
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(1 )  Provide  evidence  to  the  Director  of  Planning  in  writing  that  it  has  paid  in 
full  the  sum  or  transferred  title  of  the  land  required  by  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section  to  one  or 
more  housing  developers; 

(2)  Notify  the  Director  of  Planning  that  construction  of  the  housing  units  has 
commenced,  evidenced  by: 

(A)  The  City's  issuance  of  site  and  building  permits  for  the  entire  housing 
development  project, 

(B)  Written  authorization  from  the  housing  developer  and  the  construction 
lender  that  construction  may  proceed, 

(C)  An  executed  construction  contract  between  the  housing  developer  and  a 
general  contractor,  and 

(D)  The  issuance  of  a  performance  bond  enforceable  by  the  construction 
lender  for  100  percent  of  the  replacement  cost  of  the  housing  project;  and 

(3)  Provide  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  Planning  that  the  units 
required  to  be  constructed  will  be  affordable  to  qualifying  households  for  50  years  through  an 
enforcement  mechanism  approved  by  the  Director  of  Planning  pursuant  to  subsections  (b) 
through  (d)  of  this  Section. 

The  Director  of  Building  Inspection  shall  provide  notice  in  writing  to  the  Director 
of  Planning  and  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  at  least  five  business  days  prior 
to  issuance  of  the  first  site  or  building  permit  for  any  development  project  for  which  the 
sponsor  elects  to  pay  a  sum  or  contribute  land  to  one  or  more  housing  developers.  If  the 
Director  of  Planning  notifies  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  within  the  five  business  days 
that  the  conditions  of  (1 )  through  (3)  of  this  subsection  have  not  been  met,  the  Director  of 
Building  Inspection  shall  refuse  any  and  all  site  or  building  permits  or  certificates  of  occupancy 
for  the  development  project.  If  the  Director  of  Planning  notifies  the  Director  of  Building 
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Inspection  that  the  sponsor  has  complied  with  these  conditions  or  fails  to  respond  within  five 
business  days,  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  shall  not  disapprove  a  site  or  building  permit 
or  certificate  of  occupancy  pursuant  to  this  Section,  Any  failure  of  the  Director  of  Building 
Inspection  or  the  Director  of  Planning  to  give  any  notice  under  this  Section  shall  not  relieve  a 
sponsor  from  compliance  with  this  Section.  Where  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  issues 
any  site  or  building  permit  or  certificate  of  occupancy  for  the  development  project  in  error,  the 
Director  of  Planning  shall  initiate  lien  proceedings  against  the  development  project  under 
Section  313.9,  and  the  Director  of  Building  Inspection  shall  revoke  any  permit  or  certificate 
issued  in  error  and  refuse  any  site  or  building  permit  or  certificate  of  occupancy  until  the 
sponsor  has  complied  with  this  Section.

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Supervisors  for  the  appropriation  of  this  money);  $31 3,465  will  be  paid  directly  to  the 
Environmental  Law  Foundation  ("ELF"),  to  support  similar  educational  activities;  and  the 
remaining  $1 ,000,000  of  public  education  funds  will  be  set  aside  for  a  grant  program,  jointly 
administered  by  CCSF  and  ELF,  to  award  grants  for  worthy  public  education  and  advocacy 
programs  throughout  the  state  relating  to  smokeless  tobacco  and/or  Prop.  65  issues;  the 
remaining  settlement  funds  ($1,123,070)  will  reimburse  San  Francisco  and  its  co-plaintiff, 
ELF,  for  their  costs  and  attorneys  fees  in  pursuing  the  litigation  (San  Francisco  will  receive 
$75,000  of  this  amount  as  reimbursement  for  time  spent  on  the  case  by  Deputy  City 
Attorneys).

Ordinance  amending  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  Section  194.3.  to  provide  a  graduated 
penalty  schedule  for  violation  of  tfie  Special  Traffic  Permit  or  for  obstructing  traffic 
without  a  Special  Traffic  Permit. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1,  The  San  Francisco  Traffic  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
194.3,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  194.3.  EXCEEDING  PERMISSIBLE  USE  OR  OBSTRUCTION  OF  TRAFFIC 
WITHOUT  PERMIT  -  PENALTY  FEE. 

The  Director  of  parking  and  Traffic  has  the  authority  to  determine  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  use  of  a  Special  Traffic  Permit  as  necessary  to  regulate  the  flow  of  traffic,  maintain  the 
street  in  the  condition  it  was  in  at  the  time  the  permit  was  obtained  and  for  general  welfare  of 
the  public.  If  a  pcnnitcc  has  not  complied  with  the  nilcs  and  requirements  as  specified  in  the  Special 
Traffic  Pennit  or  if  any  person  ohstnicts  streets  of  major  traffic  importance  without  obtaining  a  Special 
Traffic  permit  as  required  in  Section  191,  the  Director  or  his/lier  designee  is  authorized  to  cite  and, 
consistent  with  due  process,  assess  a  penalty  up  to  $1000  per  incident  for  violating  the  pennit 
requirements  and  up  to  $5,000  per  incident  for  obstructing  traffic  without  a  Special  Traffic  pcnnii. 
Any  person  and/or  business  entity  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  ^uiltv  of  an 
infraction  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $500  for  the  first  offense.  S750  for 
the  second  offense  within  one  year,  and  $975  for  the  third  offense  within  one  \ear.  Any  person  and/or 
business  entity  that  obstructs  traffic  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  four  or  more  times 
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within  one  year  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  $1000  unless  the  fourth  or  subsequent  violation  is  for  obstruction  of  traffic  without  a  valid 
Special  Traffic  Permit,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  suilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $5,000  and/or  a  term  of  up  to  one  year  in  the  county  jail.  An  incident 
for  purposes  of  tke  this  section  occurs  whenever  a  permit  holder  obstructs  traffic  for  more  than 
60  minutes  or  more  over  the  period  specified  by  the  permit,  or  a  person  obstructs  traffic  without 
a  Special  Traffic  Permit.  Each  separate  60  minute  period  of  obstruction  shall  constitute  a 
separate  incident  under  which  the  director  or  his  or  her  designee  assess  penalties  under  this  section.
